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An objection that the court lacks personal jurisdiction is waived if not made in a timely manner and generally at the 
first opportunity. 


An objection to jurisdiction based on a lack of jurisdiction of the person is usually waived by failure to raise the objection in a 
timely manner, ! which may require raising it within a prescribed time after filing an appearance,” or on the filing of responsive 


pleadings? or motions,“ or at the first opportunity.’ 


If the plaintiff's action is not properly commenced, and thus does not constitute an action filed, the defendant's failure to object 


to personal jurisdiction in the matter within the time generally prescribed for objections is not a waiver of personal jurisdiction.° 
A nonresident defendant did not waive an objection to personal jurisdiction for purposes of a default judgment rendered against 


the defendant, despite failing to raise a timely objection during the default proceedings, since the defendant's challenge to the 
validity of the default judgment rested on the due process requirement for personal jurisdiction as a predicate to the entry of 


an in personam judgment against the defendant.’ 
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
